bottle of strychnine. If the 
farmers cannot pay cash for 


the strychnine they can have it 
charged on their taxes, but as 
the Couneil are supplping this 
poison at such a close price they 
would much prefer the cash, 
however, ‘rather than have any 
farmer unable to protect him- 
selves from the gophers, the 
Council will assist him by allow- 
ing it to be charged against his 
taxes. This poison will be ready 
for distribution not Itter than 
Tuesday of next week and may 
be secured by making applica- 
tion to the Municipal Clerk, Mr. 
J. K. McLean, at Milo, This 
means that all the farmers can 
avail themselves of the means 
of exterminating the gopher 
pest at a lowcost, and also if 
there is land adjoining his farm 
where the gophers are not 
poisoned ‘and they prove to be 
a menace to a growing erop, the 
farmer can get the poison to ex- 
terminate the gophers and 
have it charged to the owner's 
taxes, With this means of ex- 
termination the farmers of this 
municipality can get rid of the

Stop and Think 


Health is a precious posses- 
sion, but it is one which most 
people do not appreciate until 
they are threatened with its 
loss. We seldom consider just 
how much good health means 
to us, We rather take good 
health for granted, and seldom 
make any real effort to improve 
it or keep it until we are faced 
with losing it. 

It is not desirable to spend all 
our time thinking about health. 
We know what a nuisance the 
héalth erank is, and how irri- 
tating is the person who always 
wants to tell us about his pains 
and aches, It is, however, 
equally foolish to ignore health 
entirely, and disregard sym- 
toms of abnormal conditions of 
the body, 


What we should strive for is 
the happy medium which 
avoids extremes, Health should 
receive a reasonable amount of 
of attention and consideration. 
Without becoming food  fad- 
dists, it is well for us to put in- 
to practice certain principles 
with regard to what we eat. 

We are practically unaware 
of our body functions as long 

as they go on normally. 
We should realize, therefore, 
that when discomfort is felt or 
where there are signs of un-

is no need for alarm, still it is 
foolish to disregard them, The 
body has has considerable re- 
serve strength and ability to 
adjust itself. to changing con- 
ditions, but. it is a mistake to 
call upon reserves unless this 
is necessary.

It is surprising how many 
people will go on, day after 
day, ignoring conditions which 
clearly indicate that there is 
something wrong, that nature 
requires assistance.
